Be - land known as Washington Park, comprising about s00 

acres, was finally selected as being pre-eminently the best. 

This property is well known as one of the most charming spots in 
this vicinity. Its location on the Independence Electric Railway, 
midway between Kansas City and Independence, places it within 
fifteen minutes ride of both cities, while the well paved roads on 
Independence Avenue and East Fifteenth Street afford pleasant 
drives to its gates. That it contains all the features desirable fer a,

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beautiful cemetery park, is perfectly apparent to all who are familiar 
with the land, for Nature has strewn her gifts with most lavish hand 
in the picturesque grouping of wooded hill, winding stream and 
rolling lowland, while the skill of man has added the one touch 
needed to complete an ideal landscape, in the 
lovely little lake that nestles among the hills and 
from whose shores rise rugged boulder and wood- 
land slope. 

The view from the summit of its highest 
hill is one of the most extensive and 
beautiful in the vicinity. 

The control and management 
of Mount Washington Cem- 
etery is vested in a Board of 
Managers composed of eleven 
prominent citizens of Kansas 
City and Independence, whose 
sole object is to construct and 
maintain, for the public benefit, 
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a cemetery in accordance with the most approved methods of the 
modern cemetery park. 

. The Board receives the land absolutely free from debt and, by 
the terms of the conveyance, the estate can never be encumbered 
or diverted from its use for cemetery purposes, 

As evidence of its painstaking care, and to assure purchasers of 
lots of a perfect title, the Board of Managers has had the records 
examined by fifteen of the most prominent law firms of Kansas City, 
whose joint opinion will be found on page 11. 

By provision made in the conveyance, one-half of the praceeds 
derived from the sale of burial lots and from all other sources, is to 
be devoted to the improvement of the cemetery and for the estab- 
lishment of a fund for the permanent maintenance of the property. 
The other half of the receipts from the sale of lots is to be used ta 
repay the money advanced for the purchase of land and the cost of 
the initial improvements. When this has been done the entire 
income, beyond the sums needed for permanent maintenance, may 
be donated by the managers to public charities. 
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The plan of improvement, which has been carefully prepared by 
Mr. Geo. E. Kessler, the eminent ‘landscape architect, embraces all 
those elements which make the modern cemetery park convenient 
and attractive. Lodges and shelter buildings will be erected and a 
fine chapel and receiving vault will make it possible to hold services 
in the most inclement winter weather. Ample drives and shaded 
paths will be constructed, which, with the present fine old shade 
trees, shrubs and artistic flower beds, will make Mount Washington. 
one of the most attractive cemeteries in the country. 

The great cemeteries in many other large cities, by their success 
have proven the wisdom of establishing early in the life of growing 
cities suitable burial grounds, devoid of all features of financial gain, 
and the gentlemen who have launched this Association feel assured 
of the ready support of the citizens of the two cities. 








Opinion of Counsel 


Kawsas City, Mo., April '2, 1go1. 

We have examined the title to the land purchased by Mount Washington Cemetery, known as 
Washington Park, adjoining the eastern city limits of Kansas City, Missouri, and consisting of nearly 
four hundred acres, and are of the opinion that the title thereto is well vested in fee simple in said 
Cemetery Company, free of all encumbrance (subject to rights of way for exisling railroads), and that 
under the terms of the contract for purchase of same said tract of land must be forever held, 
used and maintained asa cemetery, and that the whole capital stock of said company, to-wit, $10,000.00, 
and the $90,000.00 in cash to be raised by the sale of 900 participating shares of said company, provided 
for in said contract, making a total fund of $100,000.00, and also one-half of the cash receipts from all 
sales of cemetery lots, until all participating shares have been redeemed, and then the entire income of 
said Mount Washington Cemetery, must be used for the improvement and perpetual maintenance thereof.
